- fome are Country Bedlamites 3 fome are me- 
~ lancholy mad for Wantof Places, fome mad 
with Rage, and envy at thofe that have 
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them, and fomé are delirious in them, 

In this Age of Extravagancics,.what Pen 
can defcribe the Variety ? Some are mad we 
have beat the French, {ome are fo mad they 
never think they are beaten enough, and 
fome in their Frenzy are for pulling them 
Limb from Limb; fome are tor killing all 
the French, and fome are fo cruel mad, 
they are for eating them alive. 

Some are mad for a Defcent, fome are 
mad, that they don’t know where they are 
a going ; andfome are mad they are to go 
atall. 

Some are rad for the Sucreffion, and yet 
all the World will allow, they muft be mad 
that are againft it ; fome are fo mad, they 
would have mad Folks come and reign 
here, and fome are fomad, they would 
have no body reign at all. 

Every 
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Every Circumftance of this Age feems to 
have fomething of Lunacy init; here are 
Politicians againft Government, wife Men 
againft Moderation, Church-men againft 
Peace, Whigs againft Liberty ; here are 
Proteftants tor a Popifh Succeflor, Papifts 
for Englifh Eftablifhments, Play-houles 
build Churches, and Univerfities encou- 
rage Play-houfes in order to Reformation of 
Manners ; Not Babel it {elf can fhow fucha 
Jargon, fuch a Confulion in Languages, as 
appears in the Politicks of this unhappy di- 
vided Nation.
